TRADE OUTLOOK FOR ’98. 


Hopeful anticipation of a larger trade at 
better, or at least not materially lower, prices 
seems to be the universal feeling with which 
the prospects for business for 1898 are now 
regarded. The opinions of some of those who 
have made specialties of various packinghouse 
products or provisions, which are presented in 
this issue, will be found of interest as indic- 
ative of the probable tendency of the mar- 
kets. Of course, it is much easier to review 
what has been accomplished in the past than 
to predict what the future will bring forth, 
but our trade forecast represents a conserva- 
tive survey of business probabilities for the 
year as made by men who are in a position to 
speak with authority, so that a material ad- 
vance toward ultimate and satisfactory pros- 
perity should be a welcome feature of this 
year’s business. “The National Provisioner” 
sincerely wishes its patrons and subscribers a 
larger volume of trade at better prices, and in 
so far as it lies within its power it stands 
ready to forward the interests of the trade, 
ready to forward the interests of the trade 
tion, while the promotion of the business 
welfare of individuals will be undertaken 
wherever any requested assistance can be 
consistently rendered. The past few years, as 
one writer remarks, “have been years of trial 
and discipline, of panic, of lassitude, of de- 
bility, of slow recovery, of rigid economy, and 
withal of substantial gainfulness. The ag- 
gregate wealth of the entire population has 
been steadily increasing. Their assets are 
vastly larger, their liabilities considerably 
smaller, than they ever were before. They 
have paid off so much of their indebtedness 
to foreign creditors that there will be no fear, 
hereafter, of duns from abroad. They have 
been sending more of their products across 
the sea than they did in any former time. 
The exportations of grain are of unprece- 
dented magnitude. Moreover, they are likely 
to continue, for the best informed economists 
agree that the world’s supply of breadstuffs 
does not keep pace with the increase of popu- 
lation. On this statistical fact they predicate 
the logical assumption that there will be 
markets for our cereals—that not only the 
wheat we grow will be wanted, but our corn. 
We are furnishing to Europeans greater 
varieties and larger quantities of the products 
of our workshops than they have heretofore 
received from us. The ingenuity of our 
artisans has been tested during the prolonged 
spell of business inactivity at home with such 
salutary effects that they are reaping hand- 
some rewards from it in fields they have only 
recently begun to till. These developments: 
of progressiveness are harbingers of bright- 
ness,” 

The meat packing industry enjoyed some 
improvement in business and had a fairly 
prosperous year, with better prospects ahead 
than were in sight a year ago. The volume 
of business for the calendar year was in- 
creased, doubtless stimulated by a trifle better 
prices and an earlier movement of stock to 
market, superinduced by better prices for 
grain. The situation in this industry is clear- 
ly and concisely stated by a prominent West- 
ern packer as follows: “The year of- 1897 
was a success so far as volume of business 
is concerned; the total amount of our busi- 
ness was about $6,000,000, but we were ob- 
liged to. use a dark lantern at the end of the 
year to find the profits. We made enough to 
keep the wolf from the door, but nothing of 
which to boast. We have beef acting the 
part of the philanthropist, feeding the hungfy 
with meat at cost, and furnishing employ- 
ment to the needy; about all the consolation 
we get out of all this business is in knowing 
that ‘there aré.others.’: But things are look« 
ing brighter, and since Nov. 1 there has been 


some margin of profit; there’is a very good’

foreign demand at fair prices, and it looks as 
if we might get a little pie during-the year 
1898.” Let us hope that this outlook will be 
realized and that there will be pie enough to 
go all the way around. “Let thy heart re- 
joice and thy liver be satisfied’; with the 
prospects. 


FOREIGN EXCLUSION OF AMERICAN 
MEATS. 


The American hog is having a hard time of 
it in Europe. First, Germany passed laws 
prohibiting the importation from the United 
States of pork, lard, etc. The Government 
was avowedly moved by concern: for the 
health of its subjects to adopt a course which 
materially increased the price of a staple ar- 
ticle of food to consumers. European Gov- 
ernments are always actuated by highly vir- 
tuous or public-spirited motives. The con- 
suming masses were told that American pork 
contained deadly trichinae and that American 
lard was made of cottonseed oil. ‘The law- 
making body of France is deliberating upon 
a prohibitive measure which has already 
passed the Chamber of Deputies, as noted in 
a late issue, Its effect is retaliatory al- 
though the French strenuously deny that they 
are aiming especially at the United States. 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that the pro- 
posed statute will tend to injure this country 
more than any other. Evidently, that is pre- 
cisely what France wants to aecomplish by 
way of punishing us for the’higher rates of 
duty imposed by the Dingley ‘tariff law. In 
giving countenance to retaliation France not 
only satisfies the demands of- her exporters 
who haye experienced a falling off in their 
trade with the United States,’ but also ap- 
peases the Agrarians, who have: long since 
found the competition of American meats op- 
pressive. On account of their superior quality 
as well as cheapness, our beef and our pork 
have found a constantly widening market, 
while the sales of the native product have 
fallen off. Similar has been the experience 
of the German farmers. Denial of intent to 
institute reprisals is as much-a pretense as 
the claim of unwholesomeness. France will 
do well to go slow in such matters. The 
Dingley tariff contains a clause which gives 
the President of this country power to resent 
discrimination against American goeds. Our 
imports from. France are greatly in excess of 
the exports. A tariff war must.damage our 
opponent far more than us. Our present 
customs law was not framed with a view of 
injuring others. The Government needed a 
larger revenue, and it has always been our 
policy to raise the major part of our income 
by tariff. The Dingley act represents no de- 
parture from an established ‘practice, while 
the exclusion of American: pork from France 
is an arbitrary innovation. : 

Jerman officials seem disposed to continue 
their unjustifiable warfare against, American 
pork products. A list furnished to Ambas- 
sador White of alleged American meat seized 
during the six months from January to June 
shows an enormous increase in -trichinous 
cases, notably at Stettin, Cologne, Breslau, 
Essen, Aix-la-Chapelle, Duesseldorfg Bochum 
and Guben. It is well known thatda most of 
these cases the affected meat was not Ameri- 
can. In furtherance of the conspiragy to dis- 
parage our products every lot > off disensed 
meat is charged against the United States. 
A case was chronicled lately where a lot of 
tfichiniots Servian pork was ~atteged to be 
American. It would*be"w good thing if our 
custom officers suddenly discovered that Ger 
man wines were harmfully adulterated and 
that German textiles were colofed with in- 
jurious ‘dyes. | Putting. the’ @n the other 
leg would bring Berlin to a realigMg sense of 
equity. If Gertsiany desires to ‘place a pro- 
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hibitive duty on products that we, with other 
countries export to her, we have nothing to 
say, but when she particularly discriminates 
against American goods and, besides, brands 
them as unwholesome we have a decided 
grievance. Shall we retaliate? 


ALLEGED INJURIOUSNESS OF SALT. 

Foreign pure food fiends have started a 
crusade against common table salt alleging 
that it has an injurious effect upon the human 
economy. Some European doctors maintain 
that salt is depressing on the nerves, that 
Americans, living in this nervous climate, feel 
the need of it as a sedative and swallow too 
much thereof. On the other hand, in Eng- 
land, and on the continent of Europe, there 
are enough depressors of the nerves, and salt 
is not so popular. American butter and bacon 
are full of salt, while the Buropean products 
are not. Therefore the foreigner does not 
relish our bacon as his own, nor our butter. 
To be sure, American butter has been making 
some headway of late in London, but the 
taste for it is an acquired one and is opposed 
to the habits of the people. 

While we may differ with the doctors on the 
wholesomeness of saline flavoring, it is as 
well to recognize the prejudices of foreigners 
on the subject in preparing butter and other 
products for their markets. Sugar can be 
used for preserving meats and less salt can 
be used in butter intended for consumption 
abroad. Cold storage will do wonders in 
keeping the butter fresh, while leaving it more 
agreeable to the Eastern palate. So, if the 
Englishman refuses to eat salt with us, we 
will not force him to do so, but will be satis- 
fied if he pays for what he takes and takes 
enough of other stuff.

ENORMOUS EXPORT MOVEMENTS— 
WELL SUPPORTED PRICES, DE- 
SPITE LARGER HOG SUPPLIES— 
SOME ADVANCE FOR THE WEEK. 

This week prices have staggered a little un- 
der the larger supplies of hogs, but when any 
concessions have been made there have fol- 
lowed quick reactions and there is some im- 
provement in prices for the week. It has de- 
veloped that there would be weakness when- 
ever an extraordinary day’s supply of hogs 
came along, but that the basis of confidence 
over strong prices was so well established 
through the remarkably large wants of the 
cash products that any easier tendency would 
be temporary, while where concessions have 
been made, they have been usually early in 
the day, on the announcement of any liberal 
supply of hogs, while before its close a sub- 
stantial advance in prices would come about. 
At the same time some of the packers, where 
they had a profit on deals, were inclined to 
let them go, but chiefly with the idea of a 
possible effect upon prices of hogs. A glance 
at the statistical tables of the shipments out 
of the West, and of those relating to the 
movements from the seaboard, shows that 
the want of lard and ribs for export and home 
consumption are beyond those for any cor- 
responding period, while all of the later daily 
returns are that the Chicago shipments are 
keeping up to huge proportions, and that 
there is no reason for any dissatisfaction over 
the feature of consumption of the products, 
for ideas that are held for higher prices, 
whatever influence may be felt from the ex- 
pected large supplies of hogs this month. 
There is little question but that the hog sup- 
plies through vanuary will be well up to those 
of last year, and that the packing season will 
go out with an unprecedented record of pro- 
ductions. But, at the same time, the produc- 
tions are absorbed more largely than ever be- 
fore, on actual wants of all foreign markets, 
and the stocks are in better position to con- 
trol for higher prices than usual at this time 
of year. There has naturally been some in- 
crease in the accumulations at the West, of 
the products through the month, but not near 
to the extent usual in December, and if the 
export movements are to keep along of their 
recent remarkably large volume through Jan- 
uary, and which is altogether likely, on the 
well recognized wants of Europe, the stocks 





of the products even with outside estimates 
of the receipts of hogs considered, can be 
easily controlled for any views that may be 
entertained of higher prices. If the packers 
at present were altogether willing for a ris- 
ing tendency of more moment, it would prob- 
ably come about under the stimulus of the 
eash demands. It would not take much to 
start the outsiders into buying, and they have 
at times through the week responded more 
generally as prices crept upward; yet at the 
same time they feel that the market is not 
secure yet for a permanent advancing ten- 
dency by reason of the expected hog supplies 
for the month, although regarding the posi- 
tion as favorable for a hardening tone, with 
slight reactions from time to time. There are 
still a good many pigs and moderate average 
hogs in the supplies, but the most of them are 
of desirable packing weights. There is no 
way to account for the light average hogs ar- 
riving, except in the scattered disposition to 
realize. Everything points to good weight 
hogs back in the country to come forward. 
The feeding of corn to hogs pays the farmer 
better, it is generally conceded, than the sell- 
ing of the grain at the current prices; while 
at the same time the farmer can be a little 
more independent over a quick marketing of 
his products on any reaction in their prices; 
therefore, at times, there has been some hold- 
ing back of the supplies of hogs when their 
prices have had reactions and have not entire- 
ly satisfied the shippers. There are people 
with the opinion that the packers are ready 
sellers of the products at any advance in 
their prices, however small, and, aside from 
the consideration of keeping the prices of 
hogs down, and, notwithstanding the flatter- 
ing look of affairs, in the position of stocks 
and the prospects of the productions, no mat- 
ter their extent, and their being all wanted 
for actual consumption. They reason that 
as the packers have not had for the entire

year satisfactory marketable prices for the 
products compared with the cost of hogs, that 
they will take every opportunity to sell the 
stuff when there is shown anything like a 
profit; but there has not been a season in a 
long while, if must be considered, when the 
actual wants of Europe were so pronounced 
and general, and the packers must feel con- 
vinced of the fact that they are running lit- 
tle risk in counting upon more favorable con- 
ditions at the time when the rush of hog sup- 
plies is over, and particnlarly as indications 
are that Europe would hardly modify its de- 
mands, even at some advance in prices, and 
would only want to feel that there was not 
much likelihood for reaetions to give a full 
display of orders. The French markets have 
been taking lard and meats much more free- 
ly, more especially the former; they have had 
their orders, chiefly to the West, yet. have 
spread them a little over this market, notably 
for refined lard—in fact, in New York. most 
of the refined lard trading has latterly been 
with France, but all Continent points have 
had no hesitancy in buying at the -West to 
quite as full an extent as at any time latterly. 
The English markets have been doing a little 
less this week on new orders, by reason of the 
interrtption from the holidays, yet they are 
receiving considerable lard and meats on ship- 
ments hence. 


In New York there is still some complaint 
over general business, among the cutters; 
however, they have been able to keep prices 
quite steady, or, at least, it has not been 
necessary for them to come down further 
from recent declines in bellies, while hams 
and shoulders are fairly well sustained. The 
trading from the near sections, South and the 
coal regions, is about sufficient to keep the 
cutters fairly well sold, but not strong enough 
to bring about an advance in prices. The 
Havana market is taking a good many bel- 
lies at a firm price. The compound lard trade 
here is without much life, but it is better at 
the West, and there appears to be a feeling 
that with much further development of 
strength in pure lard that the compound will 
share more freely in the trading. ~ The gen- 
eral gtatement of stocks this month, while 
they show some increase, are encouraging, or, 
at least, in the small reactions that have oc- 
curred they were not a factor; most parties 
expected. a much more.important additien te 
the holdings in consideration of the liberal 
productions, The deliveries on contracts at 
Chicago at the veginning of the month were 
5,000 tierces lard and 2,000,000 ID ribs. The 
shipments out of Chicago last week included 
10,000 tierces hams, 30,000 pieces sides, 26,- 
500 tierces lard, 192,000 pieces hams, 53,000 
pieces shoulders and 174,000 pieces sides. 
The New York stocks of lard were 18,891 
tierces prime, against 11,753 tierces last 


month, and 17,1... tierces last year, and of 
pork 18,484 barrels old and 255 barrels new, 
against 12,530 barrels old last month. The 








Chicago stocks were 12,761 barrels old and 
70,132 barrels new pork, 135,946 tierces lard 
(decrease for the month of 17,377 tierces), 19,- 
981,215 ID short ribs (increase for the month 
9,104,000 TD), 41,625,330 Ib sweet pickled 
hams (increase for the month of 9,500,000 ID). 
The world’s visible supply of lard shows an 
increase for the month of 12,900 tierces; in 
Europe there were 123,000 tierces held, while 
75,000 tierces were afloat, or a total afloat 
and jn Europe of 198,000 tierces, against 178,- 
500 tierces Dec. 1, and 259,500 tierces Jan. 1, 
1897. The total visible supply in Burope and 
this country is 370,224 tierces, against 357,- 
390 -tierces Dec. 1, against 494,146 tierces 
Jan.|1, 1897. This makes the visible supply 
about 124,000 tierces less than at this time 
last year. The Cincinnati Price Current 
makes the packing for the week as 440,000 
head, against 345,000 head corresponding 
week last year. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were enormous, exceeding those of last 
year by 3,000,000 ID meats and 4,500,000 Ib 
lard. They reached 15,914,771 Ib lard; 21,- 
135,894 ID meats, and 4,285 bbls. pork, against 
correspeonding week last year, 11,432,692 Ib 
lard, 18,137,931 Ib meats and 3,734 barrels 
pork. The Chicago shipments for last week 
were 4,267 barrels pork, 10,701,451 ID lard 
and 14,850,406 ID meats, against correspond- 
ing week last year, 4,734 barrels pork, 5,360,- 
920 ID lard and 9,837,080 ID meats. For 
tierced city extra India mess there is now 
quite firm holding of best grades at $16. De- 
sirable lots are not plenty, and by reason of 
the barreled lots having a quick sale and at 
firm prices to its miscellaneous consuming 
sources, The city extra India mess range 
from $15@$16; barreled beef quoted at $8@ 
$8.25 for mess, $8.75@$9.50 for packet, and 
$10@$11.25 for family. In beef hams there 
is a fair trading going on and at firm prices, 
with $22@$2z.00 quoted for car lots. 

The features developed on the several days 
of the week were as follows: On Monday, 
the opening was 12@15¢c. higher on pork, 7 
points on lard and 5 points on ribs, followed 
by declines of 17¢. for pork and 5 and 7 points 
on lard and ribs, closing, however, near the 
best prices of the day. The receipts of hogs 
for two days had been 97,000 head, including 
34,000 head at Chicago; corresponding day 
last year, 75,000 head and 35,000 head, re- 
spectively. The early advance in prices of 
the products was on 9,000 less hogs than ex- 
pected at Chicago. To encourage large out- 
side buying. But with the advance the pack- 
ers sold largely, while the reaction to weaker 
prices was helped by the weakness in grain, 
which also quieted the outside demand. The 
sharp advance of two or three days had 
brought in buyers who could not be induced 
to take hold on the late comparatively low 
prices. There had been some heavy buying 
early in the day, and as well toward the close, 
more particularly of lard, which looked more 
in the Cudahy interest. 

On Tuesday, Chicago opened 7 points lower 
on pork and 5-and 7 points on lard and ribs, 
closed at 7 and 12 points decline on pork, 7 
points on lard and 7 to 10 points on ribs.

The Anglo-Packing Company’s brokers were 
free buyers. The receipts of hogs at the West 
were 106,000 head, including 43,000 head at 
Chicago, with their prices 244@5 lower; last 
year, corresponding day, there were 69,700 
head and 30,800 head, respectively. The of- 
ferings of the products had been quickly tak- 
en at the early decline, and the later reaction 
was as well in part due to the later market 
fer hogs showing higher prices. Shipments 
out of Chicago of lard and meats were again 
very large. 


On Thursday, with another large supply of 
hogs, and in sympathy with grain, the hog 
products opened 7144@10 lower on pork and 2 
and 5 points on ribs, followed by declines of 2 
and 5 points more, and then bv reactions.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the Ib. 
except animal oils, which are quoted by the gallos 
all in packages. 

TALLOW.—It looked a little early in the 
week as though a fractional advance on 3% 
in hogsheads for city would be made and that 
the market would reach 3% before its close. 
That price had represented all that had been 
done in the way of sales previously, while 
up to Tuesday night nothing had been done 
this week. On Tuesday, however, there was 
a bid to two of the melters of 3 11-16 for 
city, while there was no inclination to sell 
under 3%. On Wednesday the bid was early 
repeated, while a refusal was taken by an 
exporter at 3%, and before the close of that 
day sales by two of the melters of 200 hogs- 
heads city had been made at 3% to English 
exporters. Thursday and Friday's markets 
will be found further on in this report. The 
situation looks strong with a 3% market to 
be sustained, but whether to be exceeded be- 
fore the close of this week or not does not 
appear clear at present, although it is very 
doubtful, and 3% may be quoted firm. At the 
same time surrounding markets—Boston, 
Philadelphia, ete.—are offering to sell here 
and are naming a price for their supplies, 
while only a few days since they practically 
declined to consider bids. A sale has been 
made in Boston, it is understood, of 1,000 
tierces for England at 4c. The probable 
future of the market is clearer this week. 
There is no question but that the expectations 
are of a further advance in many directions of 
the trade here and up to 4 as a probable rate 








for city, and the reasoning is done upon the 
basis of export wants and the near wants of 
the home trade, but there are other people be- 
lieving that 3% will not be exceeded in the 
near future. Yet there are cable reports from 
London this week which imply that some por- 
tion of the trade there at least thinks it is go- 
ing to buy tallow in this country cheaper in 
the near future. One reliable cable said 
that there had been sales there of our city 
tallow, in the way of a “short” sale, at 18s. 
714d. cost and freight. The people who made 
these sales, it is figured, would have to buy 
city here at 354, while at that price they could 
not make any profit on it. There was a re- 
port that another “short sale” had been made 
there to equal as low as 3% here, but this is 
not so confidently counted upon as correct. 
Yet after these despatches were received ex- 
porters bought here city at 3%. Notwith- 
standing these seemingly venturesome cheap 
sales in London, yet the auction sale which 
was resumed there to-day (Wednesday) after 
an intermission of two weeks, shows a very 
well sustained market; thus the fine grades 
brought an advance of 3d., while the regular 
grades were at unchanged prices, and the 
common at hardly steady figures. A full test 
of the sentiment of the English market over 
buying here was not brought out this week by 
reason of the interruption from the holidays. 
But demands thence are likely to show them- 
selves either before the close of the week or 
early next week. There are about 700 hogs- 
heads city of fresh made goods, which could 
be furnished this week, and next week’s full 
make will be on offer as the melters have 
filled all their old contracts, while the holi- 
days had interrupted other inquiry. The home 
trade will not be ready to buy this week, but 
it is probable that they will have finished the 
more urgent part of closing up the old year’s 
business and be ready by the middle of next 
week to take hold for resupplies. They will 
probably, however, hesitate over paying the 
strong price for city, which would come about 
in the event of export business, and would 
keep their orders more on country made 
goods. The country made stock is not ar- 
riving at all freely, while it is taken up 
readily at 3% to 3% and even 3% for com- 
mon to choice grades, and 275,000 Ib bought 
this week. Edible tallow could be had at 
4% for out of town lots, but there is some 
city made stock that could not be reached 
under 4%, and at the close of the general 
market is 454@4%4, the latter for city, with 
the general make, if it moderate, while it 
has a steady demand. There have been no 
further sales of city, in tierces, this week; the 
last were at 4, packages free. The Chicago 
market is beginning to wake to a little life; 
there is starting up demand there from its 
soap trade while it finds a not excessive ac- 
cumulation and a very strong feeling over 
prices; 4 is quoted for best packers there, and 
reports are of 1,000 tierces having been so! 
there at that, besides 200,000 pounds No. 2 at 
2%. The New York market is now actually 
better than Chicago’s, by comparing its price 
with the edible grade on offer here, and its 
best packers quality has practically that 
significance. 

On Thursday it was figured that the con- 
tract deliveries for the week would reach 205 
hogsheads city, and that they would all go in 
on the. basis of the sale of city, which had 
been made on Wednesday, or at 3%. The 





market on that day showed 3% about steady 
for city and there were sellers at that with 
further negotiations under way on export ac- 
count at that. A bid of 1-32 over 3% or 
3 25-32 was made for a special lot of city. 
Also sales to-day of 75,000 pounds country 
at 346@3% as to quality, and a little busi- 
ness in country with shippers, as the home 
trade is not ready to buy as yet at all freely. 
It was rumored that some of the large sales 
above noted at an out of town point was to 
cover some, if not all, of the large short sales 
in England referred to, but this is doubted by 
others, while that the tallow will go direct to 
consumers there is probably more correct. At 
Chicago quotations are for prime packers’ at 
4, No. 1 city renderers’ at 346@3%, No. 1 
country at 354@3%, No. 2 ditto at 2%. 
OLEO STEARINE—The advance that was 
held last week or to 4% city, was made first 
at the beginning of this week, and was fol- 
lowed by two or three sales later on in the 
week, and there is quite a strong market now 
at 4%. There were sales on Monday of 125,- 
000 pounds city at 4%, and 75,000 pounds 
ditto on Wednesday, at 4%. This does not 
take the surplus supplies altogether from 
pressers’ hands, but they are not carrying in 
any instance more than a light accumulation 
and they can afford to wait until the refiners 
are ready to come in again, by which time the 
pressers will have respectable quantity to sell. 
The make of the stearine seems to keep just 
up to the wants of the consumers, and these 
are the local lard refiners just at present. 
There is no great desire on the part of the 
refiners to take in a supply much ahead of 
that required for near use; therefore, they 
are very regular buyers with spells of inter- 
mission. There is practically no export de- 
mand and nothing can be counted upon in the 
near future in the way of trading outside of 
the home wants, while the West is not low 
enough to admit of further bringing of sup- 
plies thence to this point so that the pressers 
feel that they will not at once have competi- 
tion from outside sources in marketing their 
productions outside of the moderate offer- 
ings from near out of town points. The Chi- 
cago market has 4% bid, but there is little do- 
ing there, while 45g is generally asked; there 
have been only small sales there latterly. 


LARD STEARINE.—There is very little 
either of Western or city made on offer here. 
The lard refiners at the West are generally 
using up all they make, and some of them 
are in the markets there for additional quan- 
tities. Therefore there is practically no West- 
ern on offer here. One or two small lots 
from near out of town sources have been on 
offer here, while our lard refiners are some- 
what indifferent over taking them in because 
of having about all they need from their own 
make. In the absence of sales prices are not 
fully determined, but it is doubtful if less 
than 5% and perhaps 5% would buy. 

GREASE STEARINE.—It has been im- 
possible to get a further advance in prices, 
but any improvement that had been made 
previous to the close of the year is well held. 
There are some parties here still talking as 
their holding rate up to 4 for white, with 
here and there reports that sales have been 
made at that. But it is hard to get over 3%. 
The supplies here are not large, and any 
marked increase of buying interest, which is

PACKER HIDES.—The market continues 
favorable to the packers. The accumulations 
are not oppressive and inquiry has been some- 
what stimulated. Colorados and light Texas, 
while they have been the subject of inquiry, 
have not sold freely. Natives, however, have 
been in fairly active request and have brought 
fair prices. Receipts of cattle are reported as 
being slightly heavier than at this time last 
year. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, free of brands, 
60 1D and up, are in short supply. Much stock 
is sold ahead. It is quotable at 11@11\c. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 6 ID 
and up, are in more generous supply. It is of- 
fering at 10@10\4c. 

COLORADO STEERS, 60 ID and up, are 
nominally worth 9c. They are in generous 
supply. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 tb and up, have 
had a fair sale. The early take-off is com- 
manding a slight premium. The general quo- 
tation is #4c. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, 55 Tb and up, free 
of brands, are not in generous supply. There 
have been fair sales during the past week. 
They are quotable at 10%c.; under 55 Th, 
10%e. 

BRANDED COWS are not in especially 
good request. They offer at 9c. 

NATIVE BULLS are not available, as the 
supply is exhausted. Nominally worth 9c. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The market has 
gained new tone, despite the indifferent traf- 
fic. Considerable stock has been sold during 
the past few weeks for immediate delivery. 

No. 1 BUFFS, 40 to 60 ID, free of brands 
and grubs, are closely sold up at 9%c. Sev- 
eral carloads have been sold for immediate 
delivery.

KANSAS CITY. 


‘lhe new year opens with the packers in 2 
‘ery good frame of mind with themselves 
their success during the past vear cannot be 
doubted. It is many 4 yeur since tucir hides 
brought steadily such remarkably good prices 
—their stocks, with the exception of Texas, 
held by one packer, could not be much lower 
than at present writing. They regard the fu- 
ture as even rosy-colored for steady prices for 


even the long-haired hides. At the same time, 
it may easily be seen that they are seemingly 
determined not to let any good offers pass 
them, as they regard the present slaughter of 
hides, which will grow gradually poorer until 
after the first of the year, as good property, 
when they can sell at good prices, and not 
just ‘the property to pile up in their cellars. 
Some tanners seem fairly well supplied, but 
there are others not in-such fortunate condi- 
tion, as they have pursued a hand-to-mouth 
policy for the past six months. Texas steers, 
with the exception of one holder, who com- 
mands about 15,000 early hides, can be pur- 
chased at 9%4c., all weights. Rumors of a sale 
of 5,000 at 9%4c., all weights, though this the 
packer denies. The stocks of Texas are very 
small, with the one exception before alluded 
to; this packer, who controls the earliest, and 
therefore, to be sure, the most desirable at 
preseint on the market, still thinks that he 
ean get 10%4c. for his Octobers and Novem- 
bers. Whether his wishes will be realized, is 
another question. It must be remembered, if 
reports are correct, that there are 200,000 
Texas feeding at the cottonseed oil mills, 
which will be.marketed in a very short time. 
And reports will still have it that Kansas has 
a good number feeding in their cornfields that 
will be pressed to the market any time in the 
next three or four months. And reports also 
have it that 200,000 of the Southern cattle, 
to evade the quarantine law, have passed into 
the Panhandle; while these may not come for- 
ward for several months, still, if the so-called 
searcity of cattle was realized, there is no 
doubt but that some of them will be on the 
rail to Kansas City to supply any deficiency 
in the market. Native steers are held firmly 
at lle. and 10¢.; even one of the packers try- 
ing to force 4c. more. Colorados and butt- 
brands, though not in very small supply, it is 
only natural to suppose, will be in larger 
quantity for the next four months to come. 
Branded cows are seemingly the scarcest ar- 
ticle on the market, and owing to the light 
weights of the Kansas City stock, the pack- 
ers are trying to get a 9%4c. market, while in 
Chieago and Omaha they are freely offered 
at 9%c. Light native cows are still scarce, 
but there seems to be an increasing quantity 
of the heavier average as to this class, and 
while some packers are willing to sell at 
10%4c., others trying to force the market at 
10%e. 

SHEEPSKINS.—It is the same old story 
with sheepskins—the packers not slaughtering 
very many, the stocks pretty fairly sold, and 
any holders of stocks very firm in their prices. 
The prices still hover a little below and a lit- 
tle above the dollar mark, according to the 
quality of the sheepskins offered; for it must 
be remembered that Kansas City is the 
slaughter pen for a “mighty mixed multi- 
tude,” and the same day’s slaughter would 
give sheepskins well worth $1 and sheepskins 
not worth half that money. 


BOSTON. 


There is not a great deal doing. Stocks are 
light, such sales as have been made cleaning 
the market up to a considerable extent. Prices 
continue stiff and tanners coy. The latter 
are evidently waiting for the “bargain” so 
congenial to the feelings of New England 
tanners..

SUMMARY. 


The packer situation opens auspiciously on 
the new year. Stocks are light, and while it 
is claimed that there is little in the leather 
situation that would be expected to whet the 
tanners’ appetite for hides, the fact remains 
that they are purchasing with less conserva- 
tism than might naturally be expected under 
the circumstances, and that in the average 
case they want their stock in a hurry. The 
U. 8. Leather Co. has recently figured very 
conspicuously in the Chicago market, and in 
conjunction with one or two other large op- 
erators made a big haul in the accumulation 
of natives. It is claimed by tanners that the 
long haired hides constituting the present 
take-off have so many defects as to cost from 
Tie. to $1 more per hide than the actual fig- 
ures would indicate; that is, that a short 
haired hide of superior quality would be just 
as cheap were it quotable at 7T5c. to $1 more 
per hide. The fact that the duty has heen 
removed¢rom imported green calfskins will, 
it is thought, give a decided impetus to the 
calfskin industry. It is said that there will 
be an actual difference of 2c. per ID in the 
cost to the tanner, which would naturally 
eventuate in reducing the cost of production 
in calfskin shoes. This is really an important 
consideration with calfskin tanners whose 
business has been seriously affected by the 
recent innovations of patent stock and colored 
kids, both of which materials are extremely 
popular for summer, fall and spring wear. It 
is a fact that heavy colored calfskins have 
not been worn this winter in anything like the 
proportion than has characterized their use 
for the past five or six seasons, so that it will 
readily be seen that anything tending to in- 
crease the cost of calfskin shoes would act 
seriously to the detriment of that material 
as an important factor in footwear. The Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia hide markets are both 
quiet, and in short supply. The cellars of the 
Swamp are well cleaned up and an active re- 
quest for all kinds of hides prevail.

OLEO OIL.—This has been a dull week 
in the Dutch markets, but business will prob- 
ably be better determined next week as fol- 
lowing the lull incident to the holiday period. 
There have been sales of 600 tierces in Rot- 
terdam, some at 37 florins, but for the most 
part at 38 florins for Harrison and Morris’ 
extra. The trade here is not looking for a 
stronger market, as the January business is 
never brisk enough for marked strength ex- 
cept under extraordinary outside conditions, 
while these are not existing at present. The 
churners seem to have fair supplies of the 
oll, but the stocks are not large upon the 
Dutch markets, and under ordinary condi- 
tions of trade would be easily absorbed. 

LARD OIL.—After the active business 
through last month and particularly in the lat- 
ter half, there is just now a more restricted 
trading. But the position is a strong one, 
and some of the pressers have added another 
cent a gallon to the cost of the oil. The cost 
of lard has been greater while it looked as 
though the lard market would hold up very 
well, subject, of course, to slight reactions. 
This had encouraged demand from the woolen 


manufacturers for supplies, while wants. are 


expected to be steadily to a fair extent on 
the active business at the mills, while the lull 
for a day or two is looked upon as incident 
to the holiday period. There is not much 
Western oil at present arriving, yet there is 
a little accumulation here. The outturns of 
city are to a fair extent, yet there are no

CORN OIL.—The Western shippers of corn 
oil have become even stronger in their views; 
they recognize the position of its probable in- 
creased coasumption by reason of the foreign 
wants for other soap material, and while there 
is rather a lull in demand just now that it 
has no significance by reason of the holiday 
season. The season thus far has shown a 
steadily growing demand; and the consump- 
tion of the oil has been the largest in its his- 
tory. The market is now quoted at 285 to 
320 for large and small lots, with some diffi- 
culty in buying at the eneer’ prise.

QUIETER— MARKED FIRMNESS AT 
THE MILLS—BARELY STEADINESS 
IN NEW YORK. 


The week has developed phases of the posi- 
tion hére aiid’ at the. South slightly inhar- 
monious, in that there is good reason for the 
stronger views-held by the mills, largely 
through the liberal amounts of their produc- 
tions that they have been able to market lat- 
terly mainly to the West, while New York 
in its at present restricted export business 
finds it necessary to coax bidding, and is more 
ready to sell at the %4c. advance it had se- 
cured in the previous week. It is without 
question that the mills have the advantage of 
the position, and that instead of being in part 
affected, as.usval, on the outlets for the oil at 
the seaboard, in ‘their restricted or enlarged 
character, they at present are able mainly to 
go it alone on their sentiment over firm prices 
through the marked reductions made in their 
holdings by the recent liberal Western de- 
mands. The Western people have been com- 
pelled for two or three days to ease up a lit- 
tle in the extent of their takings, and by rea- 
son of. the permitted independent position of 
the mills, many of which are now asking 
prices that the Western refiners feel are not 
likely to be exceeded in the near future at 
least, and in consequence that they can hold 
off for developments. If the demands are 
to be curtailed it will provide a time for the 
mills to add further to their accumulations, 
and the refiners hope to benefit by that much 
and in the consequent efforts to sell. The

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policy of the mills has been mainly for the 
season quite favorable to them in the sense of 
their disposition to sell at the comparatively 
low figures until latterly, and by which they 
are now able to reap any benefit from the 
more recent somewhat excited and liberal tak- 
ings of the lard refiners. Yet while the West- 
ern and our local refiners would probably be 
willing to meet some advance in prices, they 
are under the impression that the mills may 
modify their outside views shortly, and that 
they will have less trouble in buying. There 
is hardly a doubt but that the cotton oil has 
been looked upon as good property to secure 
by its consumers in advance of an actual con- 
sumption for it, and that the desire has-been 
on the part of the refiners to make contracts 
for it for future deliveries in the well recog- 
nized prospects for business in the general 
provision list. It is true that compound lard 
at present is by no means under a lively trad- 
ing either here or at the West, but everything 
looks bright for stronger prices for lard in the 
enormous wants of the European markets, 
and there is the consequent belief that the 
compound product must share, as the season 
works along, in the enlarged movements. 
Then again the soap trade over the West has 
been a liberal buyer of cotton oil, which of- 
fers at current prices much better bargains 
to them than tallow in the relative cost of 
the two products, while the prospects for tal- 
low are of added strength all over the coun- 
try, in the wants of it for English markets, 
with the statistical position there and in Aus- 
tralia. As an illustration, in the New York 
market cotton oil equals about 3c. per pound, 
while tallow is hard to buy under 3%c. for 
city, for which there is a charge for the pack- 
ages as well, while nice tallow, packages free, 
has sold above that price; while there are 
people with the belief than an even higlier tal- 
low market is among the probabilities before 
long. But the New York soap makers are not 
as yet interested in cotton oil; what they may 
do when the old year’s accounts are adjusted 
and they are ready for general buying is 
problematical, There is -some prejudice or 
disinclination to use cotton oil by the soap 
trade here; it upsets the old methods of manu- 
facture, does not go as far, and causes a re- 
adjustment of materials for the make; there- 
fore when cotton oil offers only a moderate 
advantage to the soap men they keep their 
eyes fastened on tallow exclusively to the 
neglect of the oil; but just now with the ex- 
ceptional advantage, or at least with the pos- 
sibility of a more enduring feature through 
higher tallow, it is regarded as possible that 
the local soap trade may finally take to the 
cotton oil, which, if once upon it, would en- 
large its use to benefitting its market value. 
But, however the conservative disposition of 
our local soap makers, there is no hesitancy 
among the Western soap makers, and even 
among those who are not compelled to use it 
extensively for their special cottonseed oil 
soaps. These Western soap makers, together 
with the lard refiners, in their buying for 
some time liberally at the mills, have been 
the main sources for the existing confidence 
over, prices. As instances of the views enter- 
tained over prices at the South, the dis- 
patches thence upon this market are that it 
is becoming very difficult to buy crude in tank 
cars at the Atlantic coast sections under 16. 





The refiners here have been bidding 15 right 
along through this week, while they know 
that 1544 would secure a few lots. In Texas 
the unusual feature exists of quite as high 
prices held there as along the near Atlantic 
sections, and notwithstanding the increased 
cost of transportation to Eastern markets, 
and Texas had depended a good deal earlier 
in the season upon the Eastern seaboard for 
its marketings of refined, but latterly it has 
had so extensive a marketing of its crude to 
the West, and a good full business right 
through the season, that it is partly inde 
pendent over bidding. It is conceded that 
Texas is fairly well sold up, at least on any 
surplus holdings it has had, while its produc- 
tions are steadily diminishing with this ad- 
vanced period of the year, and it can now 
count pretty well upon the extent of the oil 
it will have to sell; it therefore awaits fur- 
ther buying interest with confidence. There 
have been sales of 12 tanks crude at the At- 
lantic sections at 15@15%, and 16 tanks in 
Texas at 15@15%, while 15 is steadily bid at 
the latter point; in some sections 15% and 
151%46@16 generally asked. In the Mississippi 
Valley it is almost impossible to buy anything 
under 16. But New York has had hard work 
in selling this week. The large export tak- 
ings that had been going om for a long time 
seems to have temporarily satisfied the more 
urgent wants, and particularly with the dif- 
ficulty in getting ocean freight room. But 
there has been some desire to buy by the 
Mediterranean, although it has figured more 
closely over the cost of the oil here. At the 
low prices there is a much larger quantity of 
the oil going into the soap kettles in all Eu- 
ropean countries, while it is entering more ex- 
tensively into the makes of lard and butterine, 
besides absorbed more freely in the olive oil 
districts. Unquestionably the consumption of 
the oil this year stands out in excess of any 
previous season, and the enlarged production 
is consequently not having the significance 
that it would have ordinarily. It looks as 
though the mills would have on the whole a 
prosperous season, however disappointing it 
was at its beginning. There is a decided 
profit now in the oil upon a large portion of 
the supplies of seed, and particularly so in the 
contracts for seed that were made a month 
or so since in the time of its greatest depres- 
sion. 

The Ktalian markets are getting more of the 
oil directly. and indirectly, but France is not 
the quick buyer it was expected to be on the 
probable _ protection to its manufacturers 
through its proposed advanced duty on com- 
pound lard, while it is not alarmed over a 
possible taking up of the cottonseed oil itself 
for am advanced impost rate, regarding that 
development as unlikely in the general dispo- 
sition of the French government to protect 
its manufacturing interests, however the 
added burden to its consumers, and that on 
that account the cotton oil would not. be 
handled that way, hewever strong the senti- 
ment may be to use. retaliatory measures 
against this country.. Nothing can be expected 
from the English markets in the way of trad- 
ing here, at least not in the near future, as 
England is making all of the oil it needs for 
home use and export, and is able to do so at 
prices quite as low by relation with this mar- 
ket, freight considerations admitted. 





‘There have been offers to sell prime yellow, 
January delivery in New York, at 22%, in 
barrels, and February also at 2244, but March 
could hardly be bought under 23, while that 
price had been bid a few days since. There 
were one or two lots of prime yellow on the 
dock offered at 22. The sales have been 
4,500 bbls. prime yellow at 22% for January 
and February, and 500 bbls. for March de- 
livery at 23. There were 300 bbls. butter oil 
sold at 25 and 300 bbls. choice yellow at 23@ 
23%. White oil has had more demand for ex- 
port, with 600 bbls. sold at 25%. Crude in 
barrels here has hardly responded to the in- 
creased firmness at the mills; 18% is the trad- 
ing price here, and the moderate quantities 
coming in are promptly taken up at that, 
while it looks as though the receipts would be 
even smaller on the present attitude of the 
mills and the lack of response fully in the 
situation here. There have been sales of 600 
bbls. at 18%. 

The market on Thursday showed the neces- 
sity of coming down to 22 for prime yellow 
to effect sales in New York for prompt deliv- 
ery, while 500 bbls. had been sold at that; on 
that day it was regarded as a 22 market to 
sell, yet most of the trade were holding at 
22%, the January delivery. The reports from 
the South had shown quite as strong holding 
as indicated in the above review, and the 
buyers not getting above the inside rates on 
their bids, and a quiet feeling comparatively 
there after the large sales that had been 
made.

On Tuesday the top price for 1,545 ID aver- 

age was $4.85. On Wednesday they expect- 
ed a large run, but the purchasers were badly 
disappointed at the smallness of the receipts, 
and the cattle were not of as good a descrip- 
tion as those for which they paid less money 
in the earlier part of the week. On Thursday 
heavy cattle of 1,575 ID average sold at $4.80. 
Also a bunch of 20 head very fancy finished 
Colorados of 1,533 ID average sold at $4.80. 
The market practically closed on Saturday 
with 1,571 ID average going at $4.90. On the 
whole the purchasers were a little taken back, 
as they expected by far a heavier run to- 
ward the close of the week. But evidently 
the holders of fat cattle are kept pretty well 
posted by the commission men. Cows and 
heifers were scarce during the entire week, 
anything of the native stock and even the 
range cows and heifers were in very small 
supply. The highest prices paid on the mar- 
ket last week for some cows of 1,450 ID was 
$4.10; for some 1,420 Ib average, $3.90, down 
to some good stuff of about 1,200 ID average 
going at $3.40@$3.55. The highest price paid 
for heifers during the week, some 970 ID aver- 
age going at $4.25. Also a bunch of 600 ID 
average at the same figure. A bunch of 975 
Ib average sold at $4. The highest price paid 
for native bulls during the week, some 1,820 
ID average, $3.75, and some 1,470 ID average, 
$3.50, and so on down the scale. On Monday 
the range cattle were in pretty fair supply, 
and the purchasers were inclined to bear 
down a little heavy on them. The highest 
price paid for some 1,170 Ib average, $4, but 
next day a bunch of 88 head of 1,178 Ib aver- 
age sold at $4.10; next day a bunch of 1,304

Sausage manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by band and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog conta as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing seusege. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
44-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. It does not need 
an extra operator, »s the machine can be used by either 








one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in. the way,. because when the machine has put on 
a casing. it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or bog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings ju-t as delivately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is on-y necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve. 

A glance at the cut opposite shows the machine at 
work and after it has put on a casing.

THE DEODORIZATION oF “GREASE. 


To effect this the potash and sulphuric acid 
process is perhaps the best. It is operated 
as follows. Heat the stock in a wooden re- 
ceptacle to from .180° to 200° F. at which 
point (bordering on 200°, say), shut off the 
steam and turn on the blower allowing agita- 
tion to get under good headway; then add— 
keeping blower in operation the while—to 
each 500 ID stock dilute permanganate of pot- 
ash, 3 ID to 50 gallons water, and immediate- 
ly after dilute sulphuric acid, 3 gallons in 15 
gallons water. When mass is thoroughly 
amalgamated shut off blower and turn on 
steam, bringing stock to boiling point. Blower 
and steam may be operated together in latter 
instance to benefit. The blower should be 
operated until mass assumes a much lighter 
shade than that which it presents upon addi- 
tion of chemicals before steam is turned on, 
say, about one-half to three-quarters of an 
hour is necessary to accomplish this. When 
boiling point has been reached, say, about 
210° F., shut off blower and steam and allow 
to settle. Scatter over surface a peck or so 
of salt at this juncture. When settled, draw 
off chemical water and wash well with clean 
water, after which on settling, or rather sep- 
arating, draw stock to refining tank and proc- 
ess as usual. Oils from such greases may be 
mixed with mineral oils and used as lubri- 
cants without much danger of spontaneous 
combustion, and contain little, if any, albumi- 
nous matter, so undesirable for such purpose. 
The stearine is valuable as soap stock, and is 
go used. Any,animal fat may be purified by 
the use of dilute sulphuric acid, specific grav- 
ity, 1.3 to 1.45, with which, when heated, 
causes fat.to separate from all impurities and 
membranous substances. 








SAUSAGE DEPARTMENT. 
LIV:R CHEESE. 

This preparation requires a tin mould of 
12% inches length, 5% inches height and 6 
inches breadth, with a well fitting cover, to fit 
tightly to keep out the water; the cover to 
be fastened with string when the form is 
filled. The form is covered on the inside with 
taw white lard thinly cut, and also a similar 
cover provided for it. 

This form will hold over 10 Ibs., for which 
use 6 Ibs. raw hog’s liver finely chopped, and 
4 Ibs. raw belly-fat, also finely chopped, Four 
eggs are also mixed with it. Spice as follows: 
Five oz, fine salt, % oz. fine white pepper, 
77 grains thyme, 77 grains mace, 62 grains 
best cloves. Four shalots roasted yellow in 
fresh butter and rubbed fine with salt, the 


whole to be well kneaded, and then to be 
filled into the form in batches, to be pressed 
down to avoid air bubbles. The form should 
be filled up to the rim, covered with the lara 
cover, the metal cover being previously well- 
greased, placed over it, tied up tightly and 
now put into boiling water for 24% hours; 
then allow to stand 12 hours until perfectly 
cool; put the whole into warm water for just 
a minute, take off the cover, put upon a white 
board or porcelain plate and carefully remove 
the form from the cheese. To give it a more 
pleasing appearance it is wrapped in tin-foil 
when cold.

The primary object 
of its use, we judge, is to catch the eye of 
the customer and give the goods a garish ap- 
pearance, Unless the tinfoil is pure its use 
for covering meats is dangerous. Its general 
adulterant is lead, and you can readily com- 
prehend the effect produced by the moisture 
from the meat. 

Cc. 8. P.. NEW YORK.—When you render 
your lard in the same room where you make 
your sausage, small wonder that your lard 
gets a queer taste. Fats are very susceptible 
to smells, and eagerly absorb even minute 
quantities of essential oils, which, however, 
are amply sufficient to spoil their flavor, as 
every housewife knows. Just shut off the odor 
of the spicing and your lard will be all right.

THE BEEF STEER AND HIS SISTER. 

“The Beef Steer and His Sister” is the title 
of a handsomely illustrated book of 282 pages 
recently issued by Secretary Coburn, of the 
Kansas State Board of Agriculture. As its 
title would indicate, the report deals exten- 
sively with Kansas beef production, the 
methods of its masters in the State and else- 
where, and its close relation to Kansas pros- 
perity. In connection with this, considerable 
space is given to crop and live stock statis- 
tics of the State for 1897. “Recognizing the 
tremendous significance of beef production as 
a factor in Kansas agriculture and Kansas 
prosperity, the State Board of Agriculture, 
with a view to gathering and disseminating 
practical information pertaining to this im- 
portant subject, has interviewed several hun- 
dred of the men longest, most successfully, 
and most extensively engaged in cattle fat- 
tening especially, in the various counties of 
the State.” In connection with much other 
pertinent and useful matter, the statements 
of a large and representative number of these 
are given in the pages that follow. 








PROVISIONS BY THE TON. 

According to a San Francisco paper it is 
reported that a short time ago the Alaska 
Commercial Co., of that city, invited bids on 
400,000 Ib of bacon, 200,000 Ib of hams, 200,- 
000 ID of lard and 16,000 cases of canned 
meats. The Alaska Exploration Co. also have 
invited estimates for supplying a quantity of 
provisions so large that the merchants called 
in to examine the schedules were astonished 
at the magnitude of the proposed purchase. 

It will be recollected that the Alaska Ex- 
ploration Co. was incorporated in San Fran- 
cisco last August with the modest capital of 
$1,000,000. The incorporators were Isaac 
Liebes, George Liebes, Daniel Meyer, Henry 
F. Fortman and David V. Kelly. It trans- 
pires that the principal stockholder if the Ex- 
ploration Co., of London. The San Francisco 
representatives of the London syndicate are 
Henry Richen and Thomas Mein, mining en- 
gineers and experts. It is generally under- 
stood that the Rothschilds, of London, are 
large stockholders in the enterprise. Among 
other stockholders largely interested are 
Michael H. de Young, Herman Liebes and 
Henry F. Fortman. The entire capital stock 
is paid up. The capital subscribed in London 
was paid in three weeks ago.

SOAP MAKING. 


SAND SOAP. 


For scouring tin, white iren, wooden tables, 
marble hearths, etc., use is made of a sand 
soap which, according to Moride, is prepared 
from a paste soap composed of: Coprah oil, 
100 parts; 22° B. caustic soda, 160 parts; 25° 
B. carbonate of potash solution, 100 parts; 
13° B. solution of chloride of potash, 400 
parts, and 20 parts of solvay soda (90°-92°). 
This soap is dried, cut into shavings, and 
melted by steam heat in a jacketed pan along 
with a minimum quantity of water. As soon 
as the paste becomes well liquid, fine white 
sand is added and thoroughly crutched in with 
a mechanical stirrer, to be finally cast into 
1-ID bricks and left to cool and set firm, 

Another method is to saponify 100 parts of 
cocoanut oil with 180 parts of 20° B. caustic 
soda, grind the clear soap with a little brine 
and harden the paste, if necessary, by the ad- 
dition of 1 or 2 parts of dry carbonate of so- 
da. The pan is then covered and left to 
stand for some time, after which the scum is 
removed and the soap framed. 

Some 60 or 80 parts of fine sand having 
been meanwhile weighed out, one workman 
sprinkles the sand into the frame while an- 
other crutches the soap, and this is continued 
until the mass becomes stiff.—Rev. de Chim. 
Industrielle. 





SPANISH SOAP INDUSTRY. 


The Spanish soapmakers only manufacture 
hard soaps, the chief kinds being resin cured 
soape on precipitated paste (jabon amarillo 
glycerina), natural grain soap (jabon ma- 
tiado), colored (pinta azul, cafe, rosa, cas- 
tania, etc.); white wax soaps (jabon blanco), 
mottled soap (motiado pinta secuda), and curd 
soaps (jabon pinta Sevilla, Saragoza or 
oleina), says Watchman, in the Oil and Col- 
ourman’s Journal. The toilet soaps are gen- 
erally of high quality and in good demand. 
The industry is divided into two distinct sec- 
tions,*viz., large makers, using all the most 
recent labor-saving appliances and plant, and 
the small soap boilers, whose installations are 
of a very primitive description. The former 
dissolve their caustic soda in a very practical 
Manner—by exposing the solid alkali on a 
strong iron sieve to the action of a“douche” of 
water, the solution passing downward into a 
large tank through the sieve, which retains 
the dirt, etc. As the contents of the tank 
reach a certain density they are transferred

to storage vats, situated above the boiling 
pans, to be run into the latter as required. 
Steam is largely used for motive power, and, 
in fact, manual labor is restricted to such op- 
erations as cannot be performed by machin- 
ery, e. g., clearing up, packing, looking after 
the cutters, loading, unloading, ete. The 
Spanish workman is active and intelligent, 
but will not work without his cigarette, and 
dislikes to have his leisure hours interfered 
with. 


FOR DIRECT IMPORT INTO FRANCE. 

Au esteemed subscriber of “The National 
Provisioner” in Paris writes to this paper as 
follows: 

“We should like you or your numerous 
friends and readers to understand that there 
exists here a real vacuum in the ham branch, 
which we wish to place before those who 
might feel interested in this business. (1) As 
you are no doubt aware, France, though a 
large pig-breeding country, does not produce 
the grade of hog required for a good ham. 
(2) All French pigs being invariably singed, 
the hams have no appearance. (3) The cus- 
tomary cut of the loin or fillet precludes the 
rounding of the hams, which consequently are 
square. (4) Nothwithstanding numerous en- 
deavors on the part of the French curers and 
packers to imitate an American long or short 
cut ham, they have never beep able to attain 
either cut, flavor, grain or cheapness of the 
Jonathans’ (nothwithstanding protective 
duties). In short, French hams are mostly 
consumed as sausage meat or cooked like a leg 
of pork. 

“The French, however, are very great for- 
eign ham eaters. In some parts of the north- 
ern districts over 50,000 are sold yearly. This 
explains the large and increasing imports of 
American hams from England into France. 
We feel positive, therefore, that there is still 
a very good chance to develop and extend this 
trade direct from producer to consumer on the 
following basis: 

“(1) By opening a shop in Paris and a 
smokehouse outside the limits of the Octroi, 
and by means of a smart but economical pub- 
licity amongst our 14,000 pork butchers, and 
that the 50,000 (about) important grocers in 
France announce to the trade that the first 
direct imported ham (of a specified brand) will 
be placed before the public direct from the 
eurers. (2) By sending from the start, 50 
boxes part short, part long cut salted lean 
hams; these would be smoked under our 
supervision according to demand and sent 
throughout France. (3) We would propose to 
act here as sole agents for France and 
colonies for a given time; a guarantee com- 
mission to be arranged and agreed upon. We 
are quite disposed to advance 50 per cent. 
upon all shipments of hams, against docu- 
ments, balance to follow in due course. (4) 
Publicity, postages, plant and rents to be 
borne by the packers unless other arrange- 
ments could be proposed. 

“As an illustration of the advantage there 








would be for a direct trade, we may state 
that the very lowest price at which smoked 
short cut hams, 7-11 Ib, have ever been sold 
wholesale, is 200 frances per 100 kilos inside 
Paris; deduct cost of duty, Octroi and cart- 
age, 50 francs per 100 kilos inside Paris; 
leaving net for the shipper 150 francs per 100 
kilos c. i. f. Paris, which makes nearly 6% d. 
per Ib, say, 13c. American. 

“We could safely affirm that a special lean 
ham would realize 10 f. to 15 f. per 100 kilos 
more (14 to % d. per ID more).”

& Co., at the Chicago Stockyards, died sud- 
denly on Jan, 2. 

Among the New Year honors bestowed by 
the Queen of England, was a knighthood for 
Thomas J. Lipton, who has a large packing- 
house in Chicago. Sir Thomas Lipton made 
the Princess of Wales’ scheme of giving a 
dinner to the poor of London in commemora- 
tion of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee a success 
by his princely donation of £25,000 ($125,000).

The Dold Packing Co., Kansas City, Mo., 
report a very substantial gain for 1897 over 
the amount of business done in 1896. They 
are preparing to increase the capacity of their 
plant fully 50 per cent. so as to utilize more 
completely every part of the slaughtered ani- 
mals. This enlargement is based upon the 
fact that the business of the past year has 
ehewn such an increase over previous records 
that greater facilities are absolutely neces- 
eary in order to handle the new business al- 
ready booked or anticipated for 1898, which 
promises to be as prosperous as 1897. 


' DRESSED BEEF. 
? New York City. 
+ Mr. Weil, of the Swarzschild & Sulzberger 
Company, when approached upon the subject 
‘of the prospective business and future out- 
dook of dressed beef, nutshelled the whole 
question in a few words: “The prospects for 
the next year are good, and the business out- 
look is fine.” Mr. F. Joseph, first vice-presi- 
dent of the above company, when interviewed 
said: “The indications are for a better year 
in "98.

Further than 
that Mr. Blumenthal would not venture, but 
Mr. London, the secretary of the company, 
who has followed closely the barometer of the 
dressed meat trade, said that he certainly ex- 
pected better times.

The tone is now better and 
the feeling in the trade is now stronger than 
at this time last year. This revival was felt 
for a couple of months and has gradually 
strengthened until it is now healthy.

This 
has been so for the whole year, and as I can- 
not see any change in that, I cannot predict 
much improvement, Trade is as usual.”

“Every present indication points to a year 
of very satisfactory business conditions for 
the packer, and we might also add the jobber, 
of provisions. Prices are gradually working 
up to their normal basis and with the good 
domestic and export demand now with us we 
think values have emerged from the unpre- 
cedented depression of the past two years not 
to return for many years, if ever. We look 
forward into this year with much confidence 
and our present business upholds us in the 
feeling that the patience the packers have 
exhibited during the recent trying ordeal of 
low prices and close working margins will 
soon receive its reward.” 


SOAP. 


The N. K. Fairbank Co., Chicago, manu- 
facturers of soaps, etc., say: “The prospects 
for trade in our line are bright—far ahead 
of the year just closed. There has been a 
steady improvement for several months, and 
it looks as if the new year would start out 
briskly. The reason is clear. Wheat is com- 
manding a good price, corn a good price, and 
hogs bring fair money. The farmer is get- 
ting rich and we all shall reap the benefit.”

James A. Kirk, Chicago, soaps, says: ‘The 
prospects for 1898 are flattering. Our busi- 
ness has increased 20 per cent. during the 
past year, and we expect a much larger in- 
crease in the year to come. The improved 
financial condition of the farmer is what 
we bank on. He has had a profitable year. 
He now has money to spend, and the best 
of it is that he spends it. Our agents in the 
Dakotas and in Minnesota say that mer- 
chants, who for the past ten years have been 
unable to discount their bills, are now paying 
cash for goods.

Competition is keen and 
manufacturers are forced to be content with 
small profits.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


The Williams & Flash Co., of New York: 
“The year 1898 opens with the outlook for 
all lines of business much more favorable than 
for some time past. The last three or four 
years of intense depression, forced the price 
of many of our staples down to the lowest 
point ever recoffed, and while, in some in- 
stances, this proved a positive hardship, in 
the main, it taught our producers and manu- 
facturers the necessity of economizing, and 
the unusually low prices opened up new mar- 
kets and outlets, both here and abroad, and 
some of these markets so gained, will be 
maintained, even at a slight enhancement of 
values. Cotton oil, affected by the extremely 
low price of lard, tallow and grease, has

REVIEW OF THE PROVISION MARKET 
FOR 1897. 

The year 1897 has been a fairly satisfactory 
year from a packing standpoint. The feature 
of the year was the interference with the 
eash trade in the South, first by floods, and 


secondly by yellow fever, the latter being | 


much the more serious. The provision mar- 
ket during the greater part of the year has 
lacked the elasticity given by a speculative 
interest. Bullish influences have been only 
feebly responded to, and prices have been 
kept below their proper level. The most im- 
portant bull campaign of the year was led by 
the English packers. 

The heavy packing operations everywhere 
and particularly in Chicago, and the sales of 
packers against their output, kept the specula- 
tive market in a weak state. The domestic 
trade was fairly good all the year, and the 
foreign trade, especially for the last few 
months, was excellent, the latter at times 
being heavier than at any period since 1891. 

For lard, the year has been of low prices, 
light speculation, and heavy production, 
though the production has been restricted as 
much as possible. The following tables show 
the range and average cash prices of pork, 
ribs and lard by months and for the year.

CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. - 
ELECTION. 


An opposition ticket was put up for the 
Chicago Board of Trade election. It was 
headed by Zenophile P. Brosseau, an extreme- 
ly popular man. Zina R, Carter, who was 
first in the field, and was known as the regu- 
lar or administration candidate, won by a 
majority of 142 votes, the total vote being 
1,339. This was the largest vote but one 
ever cast; the largest was two years ago, 
when the total was 1,354, The names of the 
candidates, with their vote, are as follows:

879 Db average sold at $3. 15. Texas bulls of 
880 ID average sold at $3.25. Western steers 
in pretty fair supply, the highest price paid 
for some rough fed being, 1,354 Ib average, 
$4.45. Some 1,400 ID average sold at $4.30. 
Western cows of 993 ID average sold at $3.30; 
some 943 Ib average at $3.15. Some West- 
ern heifers of 716 Ib average at $3.75. Colo- 
rado steers of 1,430 ID average sold at $4.55. 
A bunch of 120 Colorados, weighing 1,251 Ib 
average, sold at $4.20, and so down the scale. 
Arkansas steers of 1,117 ID average sold at 
$3.45. Some of 868 Ib average down as low 
at $3.50. Some Arizona steers of 1,341 Ib 
average sold at $4.35; some 1,144 ID average 
at $3.24. A bunch of New Mexican steers of 
8u0 Ib average sold at $3.60. Take it all the 
week, with the exception of the first day, 
should have been fairly satisfactory to the 
seller. The supply of stockers and feeders 
not equal to the demand and anything of a 
fair native character was from 10@l5c high- 
er—in fact, even range cattle scored a suc- 
cess of fully 10c. per 100 Ib during the week, 
so few on hands. Only 169 cars went for- 
ward, against 249 cars one week ago, against 
285 cars correpsonding week one year ago. 
Kansas City and Omaha looms up well both 
in increase of receipts and increased slaugh- 
ter of cattle, while both Chicago and St. 
Louis are taking a back seat. There is not 
the shadow of a doubt that with the present 
steady increase of Kansas City, her more 
formidable competitor, will have to acknowl- 
edge that the scepter is dropped from its 
hands. There is not a question of Kansas 
City occupying in the near future the posi- 
tion of the greatest cattle market in the 
world. Contrary to so many people’s expecta- 
tions that the increased receipts of cattle over 
that of the past year, would show an in- 
creased slaughter, the increase of the slaugh- 
ter is in no comparison to that of the re- 
ceipts of cattle, showing conclusively that 
the remarks that we have so often made in 
these columns were correct—that the in- 
creased receipts were largely made up of cat- 
tle not fit for slaughtering purposes, and then 
more cattle changed hands this year on ac- 
count of the drought in various sections of 
tne country than ever before; people being 
compelled to rush their cattle on the market 
owing to the scarcity of water, and some par- 
ties again came into the market when their 
water supply had been replenished.

The Western ranchman seems in 
a general manner to be prepared for any se- 
vere storms; larger amount of feed being 
gathered this year than ever before; the poor- 
er cattle being closely looked after and car- 
rolled near to home than in former years, so 
that they can be constantly under the watch- 
ful care of the ranchmen, who are at last 
thoroughly aroused to the value of feeding 
their cattle during the hardest days of the 
winter. The number of calves that have been 
branded in Texas during six months is very 
satisfactory, an, on the whole, not a single 


person need’ suffer in their minds over the 
outlook, that the roast beef will in any mapn- 


ner be curtailed for the coming year. Last

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW, 


Written expressly for Tae Narronat Provisioner by 
Mallory, Son & Zimmerman Co.) 

HOGS.—As might have been reasonably ex- 
pected after the light receipts of hogs noted 
last week, and the advance which occurred in 
the market, the supply at Chicago and at other 
markets shows a considerable increase this 
week and is fully as large as the general trade 
expected. The quality shows considerable 
improvement, although the average weight is 
lighter, owing to the absence of very many 
old hogs. As suggested by us for several 
weeks, the old or heavy hogs have been close- 
ly marketed and we must depend almost en- 
tirely upon last year’s pig crop for our supply 
of hogs through this year. The demand for 
provisions continues large, shipments a good 





| the count 


share of the time being larger than ever be- 
fore at this season of the year. The compara- 
tive low prices which have prevailed for the 
past year in hogs and their product has been 
very tempting to the consumers in foreign 
countries, as well as in our own country, and 
now that speculation is reviving we would not 
be surprised to see a still further advance in 
the near future. We can see no reason to 
change our ideas regarding the supply, 
neither is there an indication of a let-up in 
the demand; in fact, we believe the shipping 
demand for ho at Chicago and other West- 
ern markets will increase during the next few 
months, and this together with the enlarged 
competition caused by the opening of the 
large plants in the West will create a demand 
that will, in our opinion, take hogs to a still 
higher level. Asa rule, we do not believe in 
discounting the future, but still adhere to the 
idea that prices—even at the advance—are 
not high, and even in the face of liberal re- 
ceipts we look for a higher range of prices. 
We think hogs will sell between $3.50@3.75 
for the near future at least. Much depends 
upon the course of the provision market how 
often and how many reactions we have. 
The range in Yaga is still narrow, the bulk 
of the hogs selling within a range of 10@15c. 
We still urge all farmers to stick to the hog 
business, as the money derived from hogs has 
been a great help to all of them as well as to 
at large, and in our opinion will 
pay as well as any one thing produced on the 


CATTLE. —Receipts of cattle continue 
liberal. The export demand shows some im- 
provement, and as choice cattle are not very 
plentiful, prices for those grades have been 
fairly well sustained.

TALLOW. 
Mr. Maurice Pincoffs, of Chicago, has the 
following to say of the tallow market: “The 
position of tallow is a very strong one; none 
of the packers have any stocks and some of 
them are even sold ahead. While 4c. is so 
far the best price bid, it would be impossible 
to buy any quantity of prime packers tallow 
under 44%4c. The shipments from Austral- 
asia to Europe are very much reduced, the 
total quantity shipped last December being 
3,740 tons, against 2,850 tons last year, 6,400 
in "95, 8,000 in ’94, making the total exports 
for "97 about 51,000 tons, against 46,000 in 
"96, 77,000 in '95, and 67,000 in 94. The ex- 
ceedingly low prices which ranged in 96 and 
"97 were caused only by the large oversupply 
of tallow in Europe, but stocks now are very 
much reduced and if, as is generally antici- 
pated, the Australasian shipments continue 
as small in this year as they were in the two 
preceding years, we may look forward to 
considerably higher prices. The South 
America supply is also very much smaller, the 
quantity of cattle killed during the past three 
months being barely half of what it was a 
year ago. It is true that prices in Europe 
are nearly 4c. below Chicago parity, but as 
manufacturers carry a very light stock in this 
country, it is probable that the values may 
advance here independently of the situation 
abroad. 
FERTILIZERS. 


Messrs. Heller, Hirsch & Co., fertilizers, 
New York: “We feel some delicacy in re- 
sponding to your request for an expression 
of a conservative opinion upon the business 
outlook for 1898 in the fertilizer line. We 
do not fear, as we formerly did, ‘the con- 
struction’ which would be placed upon our 
views, upon the subject of the ‘future develop- 
ment’ of the market, by interested parties 
from the camp of the buyers or from the 
camp of the sellers. In former years we fre- 
quently were quoted as having turned to 
either the bear side or the bull side of the 
market, just as we happened to predict that 
the market would be likely to rule. Natur- 
ally, our competitors sought to derive some 
advantage from the influence that such a con- 
struction upon our market predictions was 
liable to exert upon interested parties. When 
we to-day hesitate to make a prediction, it is 
not from any sense of fear that this might 
be construed by our friends, the enemy, into 
an admission on our part that we were favor- 
ing either the bear or the bull party. The 
difficutly which confronts us to-day, in pre- 
dicting the condition of the fertilizer busi- 
ness of this year, lies in an entirely different 
direction. We are confronted by unexpected 
conditions, which must exert an influence 
upon the market for the coming year, and 
no one can at this moment form a correct 
opinion of the exact way in which these con- 
ditions will prevail. e refer to the unpre- 
cedented impulse which the present high 
prices of cereals will give to the increased use 
of fertilizer and create an increased demand 
for fertilizer in Florida. Some of the South- 
we cannot ignore the tremendous amount of 
ammonia which will be furnished this year 
from the cottonseed and cottonseed meal sup- 


ten and one-half to eleven and one-quarter 
million bales of cotton, which carries with it 
the production of 154 million tons meal ana- 
lyzing a minimum of 8 per cent. ammonia, at 
a cost of about $1.50 to $1.75 per unit of 
ammonia in the shape of cottonseed meal at 
the (cottonseed) mill. The large production 
of cotton has depressed the price of cotton to 
such an extent, that possibly a large number 
of planters may be unable to realize enough 
from the cotton to pay their debts, and this, 
naturally, would tend to largely hamper the 





fertilizer industry and reduce the output for 
consumption in the South. On the other 
hand, there seems to be a growing demand 
for fertilizer in Florida.—Some of the South- 
ern States are going heavily into wheat grow- 
ing, and we gather that the States of Kansas 
and Minnesota have begun to use fertilizers 
very extensively,—stimulated probably by the 
advance in wheat. The farmers in the North 
Atlantic States, however, have not done as 
well as they had expected. Collections among 
them are reported generally poor and prices 
of fertilizers are being indiscriminately cut: 
This has had a very discouraging effect upon 
Northern fertilizer manufacturers and many 
of them have decided to largely curtail their 
outputs. An important factor to be taken 
into consideration is correct information as 
to whether Menhaden Fish will be very plen- 
tiful during the coming summer—or very 
scarce. is may mean a variation in the 
quantity of fish guano produced, of thirty to 
fifty thousand tons. e take for granted 
that the killing of hogs and cattle will con- 
tinue about the same for 1898 that it 
amounted to in the year just passed. Being, 
therefore, brought into contact with these 
various conditions, it is more difficult for us 
to arrive at a correct view of the future con- 
dition of the business, than it would be, were 
we in complete ignorance of these conditions. 
We feel justified, however, in view of the 
foregoing facts to predict that the fertilizer 
business will continue to grow from year to 
year and that the well established law of sup- 
ply-and demand will continue to regulate 
prices and that whenever any attempt is made 
to — advance prices of any one article 
there will very soon be found a sufficient 
number of enterprising people who will man- 
age to find substitutes of all kinds and bring 
the market back again to a normal level. 
Nitrate of soda has been successfully used in 
that capacity during the past year or two, 
and it has prevented the producers of anima! 
ammoniates from becoming too giddy. In the 
present era, it does not take long for a few 
eargoes of cheap nitrate to be brought here 
from almost any part of the world. When 
fertilizer materials become too dear, it ham- 
pers the development of the fertilizer busi- 
ness, and, for that reason, it is to be hoped 
that no extreme prices will prevail during the 
year 1898-1899. Then, surely, the fertilizer 
business will be prosperous.” 


LARD. 


Mr. Carl Dreier, manager of the W. J. Wil- 
cox Lard & Retining Co., New York, than 
whom there is, perhaps, no more universally 
recognized authority on lard, says: “After 
the recent heavy shipments for export direct 
from the West it would seem unreasonable 
to expect the foreign trade to buy still more, 
after the advance in price which was caused 
by these shipments and after the restoration 
of freight rates have added another 15c. per 
100 lbs. to the cost for export. 

“Another consideration slowly dawning 
upon the speculative contingent here is the 
departure from the recent monthly decreases 
in visible supply. Per Jan. 1 we had our first 
small increase without knowing how much of 
the enormous shipments out of Chicago could 
possibly be known and counted into the quan- 
tity afloat. A goodly lot of this will no doubt 
show up somewhere on Feb. 1, and as usuai 
at this season the arrivals in German ports 
will largely remain there until the rivers and 
canals again become navigable. Rail freight 
means double freight on lard in Germany, 
which is the largest consuming country as 
regards lard. ; 

‘As regards buying for future uirements 
no doubt the orders from Great Britain and 
Germany will continue at the average rate, 
but the two next largest customers will be 
missed for some time, namely, France and 
Cuba. France got enough lard to last a while 
during the recent little rush to head off the 
proposed increase in duties, and Cuba, which 
ordinarily takes more lard from this country 
than France, has, perhaps, 300,000 less 
mouths to feed than two years ago, and less 
means of buying lard for the rest. 

“On the whole, I should look for a steady 
increase in stocks and diminished exports for 
the next three months or so, but I believe in 
a pretty brisk demand in spring and summer 
and pretty steady prices. I don’t look for 
any ‘boom’ of course, because we shall con- 
tinue to increase hog raising as long as there 
is money in it and we have plenty of cheap 
corn to give them just now. Next fall the 
European countries will have another ‘home 
crop.”

CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 


Monday, Jan. 3.—Provisions got a strong 
start from the comparative lightness of the 
hog receipts since ‘thursday, and the bet- 
ter prices they were bringing at the Yards. 
Receipts of hogs to-day were only 26,000 
against 36,000 estimated. Local longs and 
packers sold freely at the opening advance 
and caused a considerable reaction, but to- 
ward the end there was an increase in buy- 
ing orders, and the prices took another up- 
turn that closed the niarket at a good advance 
for the day. The following were the gains 
at the close for May delivery: Pork, 10c.; 
lard, 5c., and ribs, 244c. 

Tuesday, Jan. 4, 1898.—The offerings at 
the opening were liberal and the buyers back- 
ward. John Cudahy was reported to be sell- 
ing through brokers. The stocks of provis- 
ions in Chicago were rather smaller than ex- 
pected by the trade. The N. K. Fairbank 
Company’s report of the world’s stock of lard 
made it 370,224 tierces, against 357,390 a 
month ago, and 496,146 the corresponding 
time the year before. The shipment of pro- 
visions from Chicago during the last twenty- 
four hours has been enormous. They com- 
prised 2,200 barrels pork, against 659 bar- 
rels last year; lard, 5,408,708 Ib, compared 
with 1,301,439 a year ago, and cured meats, 
6,692,885 Ib, against 2,179,000 Ib. Receipts 
of hogs at Chicago were below expectations, 
but at other packing points receipts were lib- 
eral. The prices at the cloge showed the fol- 
lowing declines for the day: May, pork, 124%c.; 
lard, 10c.; ribs, T44e. 

Early Wednesday provisions were weak 
on account of the heavy receipts and lower 
prices of hogs at the stock yards. Later on, 
the price of hogs advanced, and another bull 
feature was the day’s shipments, which were 
again enormous. ‘The cured meats sent out 
amounted to 6,008,497 Ibs., and lard 3,812,087 
lbs. John Cudahy was a liberal seller, and 
the confident buying of J. F. Harris was 
thought to be on orders from Armour & Co. 
The market finally became very firm and 
closed at about the best prices of the day. 
The feature of the market in the forenoon 
was the selling of lard and ribs by John 
Cudahy, he doing some of it in person. He 
sold about 1,500,000 Ibs. ribs and 5,000 tes. 
lard. The advances secured on May deliveries 
were as follows: Pork, 15c.; lard, 74c.; ribs, 
TYc.@10c. The day’s run of hogs was 43,000. 
Liverpool reported 6d. decline in lard. 

“As will be seen by comparing the weekiy 
averages of hogs received for the past three 
weeks against those received for the three 
preceding,” says one of the packers, “we have 
been getting a very much larger proportion 
of light animals. There appears to be no 
doubt as to the cause of this—sickness and 
the fear of it. Coupling this with the reduced 
numbers as compared with the early estimates 
for December and January, one is forced to 
the conclusion the country is not so alive 
with hogs as has been claimed. The con- 
sumptive demand for all kinds of product has 
been, and is, very large for prompt deliveries, 
but the provision trade the world over has 
been backward about buying for future needs, 
It has been going on the theory that the sup- 


ply of raw material was unlimited. The sud- 
den change in the situation has served to 
draw attention to the low prices. It has also 
created some skepticism as to those early es- 
timates on live hogs. Provisions may have 
the possibilities wheat had around 60c.”
